This portion of Ralph Street is unimproved and is not currently 
necessary to any other property owner for ingress or egress. The 
area directly west is shown as a platted portion of ground. 


Part of the area to the west has been given to the Park 
Department for a neighborhood "walk to" park, but a number of 
lots (on the north side) are in private ownership. If the owner 
of these lots would decide to develop the property residentially, 
his access would either have to be from Ralph Street, or from 
Clifton Hills Drive. Clifton Hills Drive is not improved, and 
would be a more costly access location. 


It is generally deemed unadvisable to vacate a portion of public 
right-of-way in the middle of the area. The right-of-way on 
either side of the petitioned parcel has not been vacated 
according to the records in Street Engineering. 

Recommendation: Do Not Pass 


1) The existing right-of-way may be necessary for future 
development. 


2) Vacation of a portion of right-of-way in the middle of 
existing right-of-way is not considered a good planning policy.
